Perhaps tho mas', widely- 
known oise before the court 13 the Ed­ 
gerton bible case, which is now of na­ 
tional reputation, and which has elicited 
much commendation from the legal 
fraternity aud the people iu generel. 
When the decision was first rendered 
there

unfavora­ 
ble c 5mment among clergymen, but now 
many of those who were av first disposed 
to censure have publicly acknowledged 
that the logic of the court’d conclusion, 
as expressed in the opinions of Justices
